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Price Control of Furniture 
GENERAL 


1. In order to secure a stricter control of furniture prices, the 
Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price Regula- 
tion Committee, have made the following four Orders: (1) The 
General Furniture (Maximum Prices and Charges and Miscella- 
neous Provisions) Order, 1944 (S.R. & O. 1944 No. 765, price 
7d.) ; (2) The Utility Furniture (Maximum Prices and Charges) 
Order, 1944 (S.R. & O. 1944 No. 766, price 2d.) ; (3) The General 
Furniture (Control) Order, 1944 (S.R. & O. 1944 No. 768, price 
3d.) ; (4) The Sales by Auction and Tender (Control) Order, 1944 
(S.R. & O. 1944 No. 767, price 2d.). 

These Orders come into operation on Monday, 28th August, 
and from that date take the place of the General Furniture 
(Maximum Prices, Maximum Charges and Records) Orders 
(S.R. & O. 1942 No. 2402 and 1943 No. 395), the Utility Furniture 
(Maximum Prices, Maximum Charges and Records) Orders 
(S.R. & O. 1942 No. 2589 and 1943 No. 363), the Furniture 
(Sales) (Control) Order (S.R. & O. 1942 No. 2462) and the Sales 
by Auction and Tender (Control) Order (8.R. & O. 1943 No. 58). 

2. The new Orders are referred to below as : 
Prices’? Order; (2) the ‘‘ Utility Prices” Order; (3) the 
“Control”? Order ; and (4) the “‘ Auction and Tender ” Order. 

They apply to “ persons carrying on a business,” which includes 
private individuals who make a practice of buying and selling 
furniture. The four Orders are closely inter-related and together 
form a comprehensive scheme, of which the most important new 
features are: (a) Cash ceiling prices are fixed for articles of 
furniture, whether new, or second-hand, of the types most 
commonly in use. These are described in the First Schedule to 
the General Prices Order ; (b) These ceiling prices apply not only 
to sales by traders but also to auction sales and sales on com- 
mission; (c) Furniture covered by the Schedule may not be 
offered for sale by traders except in a condition in which it is 
reasonably fit for the purpose for which it was made ; (2) Charges 
for repairs to any furniture must not exceed the actual cost of 
materials and direct labour plus 125 per cent. of the direct labour 
costs to cover overheads, general expenses and net profit. A 
trader may not, however, make any charge for repairs unless and 
until specified particulars have been entered in his Furniture 
Repair Register ; (¢) Furniture may not be hired out (except as 
part of the letting of furnished premises) unless the trader was 
conducting a hiring business during the 6 months ended 4th July 
1944 has given notice of this fact to the Central Price Regulation 
Committee and does not charge more than he did during that 
6 months; (f) Every trader must have on his premises a copy 
of the Schedule of ceiling prices, and must produce it on request ; 
and he must display a notice to that effect ; (g) All new furniture 
offered for sale by retail, as well as all second-hand furniture, 
must be ticketed with its price and various other particulars ; 
(h) Advertisements for the sale of furniture (except advertise- 
ments of an auction sale and catalogues of a trader’s own stock- 
in-trade) must state the name of the owner and the address at 
which the furniture can be inspected—this applies whether the 
owner is a trader or a private individual; (i) Traders may not 
buy or sell any second-hand furniture, or sell by retail any new 
furniture, unless and until the person from whom they are buying 
or to whom they are selling has produced his identity card ; 
auctioneers and commission agents may not sell any furniture 


(1) the ‘* General - 


without complying with the same obligation ; (j) The particulars 
on the identity cards and certain other information must be 
entered in the auctioneers’ and traders’ records, 

DEFINITION OF ‘ FURNITURE ” 


’ 


3. The term “furniture” includes, for the purpose of these 
Orders: (1) domestic furniture (including wire and spring 
mattresses) ; (2) mirrors with a reflecting surface of more than 
14 square feet; (3) office furniture; (4) canteen furniture ; 
(5) parts of all the above furniture ; but it does Nor include : 
(a) Moses baskets and basketware cots and cradles ; (b) pianos 
and player pianos ; (c) “ antiques” (i.e. furniture not less than 
100 years old). 

4. The term “ new furniture ”’ is used to describe all furniture 
which has remained in trader ownership since it underwert or 
last underwent a process of production, reconstruction or con- 
version. This means that second-hand furniture which is recon- 
structed or converted or subject to any othér process which 
requires a manufacturing licence under the Furniture (Control of 
Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1944 (S.R. & O. 1944 No. 769, 
price 2d.) then counts as “new” until it has been resold to a 
customer outside the trade. Major alterations (e.g. putting a leaf 
into a small table) require such a licence. On the other hand, 
minor alterations which do not substantially change the article 
(e.g. altering the type of handles on a desk or adjusting the legs 
of a table) and repairs (e.g. re-upholstering a settee without 
altering its frame, repolishing a table which has been scratched, 
treating and making good damage by worms, etc.) are not 
processes of “‘ production, reconstruction and conversion” and 
second-hand furniture to which work of this kind is done continues 
to count as “ second-hand.” 

5. The terms “ scheduled furniture’ and “ prescribed utility 
furniture’ are used to describe furniture of a kind for which 
ceiling prices in cash are laid down in the First Schedule to the 
‘General Prices”? Order and the First Schedule to the “ Utility 
Prices” Order respectively. The respective ceiling prices are 
called the “scheduled” prices and the “ prescribed utility ” 
prices.

THE PRICES ORDERS ’ 
6. The “‘ General Prices’? Order and the “ Utility Prices” 
Order lay down the maximum amounts which may be charged 
in the course of a business for furniture sold for cash or under 
hire-purchase and similar agreements, and for delivery and 
repairs (including minor alterations). The “ Utility Prices” 
Order deals now only with new Utility furniture ; second-hand 
Utility furniture and all other furniture (new and second-hand) 
comes under the ‘‘ General Prices ”’ Order. 


THE “ GENERAL PRICES”? ORDER 


7. The First Schedule to the “‘ General Prices ”’ Order contains 
the definitions and ceiling prices of the “scheduled furniture.” 
The articles are graded according to their size, class of wood, etc., 
and comprise :—Wardrobe and cupboard; dressing chest, 
dressing table, writing table (with or without mirror); chest 
with cupboard or drawers; millinery chest ; miniature wardrobe ; 
wash-stand ; small pedestal cupboard ; bedstead ; bed springs ; 
divan (sprung and unsprung) ; chair (of the dining-room type) ; 
fireside chair; adjustable chair; easy chair and settee ; side- 
board ; dresser ; table. 
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8. The main provisions of the ‘‘ General Prices ” Order are as 
follows :— 


(1) Selling Prices 

(i) Manufacturers (i.e., the traders by whom the process of 
production, reconstruction or conversion is carried out). 

The selling price (exclusive of Purchase Tax) must not exceed 
the total costs of production and sale plus 6 per cent.; and for 
scheduled furniture, it must not in any event exceed the scheduled 
price, less, on a sale to a trader, 334 per cent. 

(ii) Wholesalers, retailers and dealers (described collectively as 
“ distributors ”’). 

The selling price (exclusive of Purchase Tax) must not exceed 
the price paid to the manufacturer or to the private owner or at 
auction plus 50 per cent. and, in the case of second-hand furniture, 
plus the cost of repair, if any (see paragraph 8 (3) below) since 
it came back into trade hands. But the selling price must not 
in any event exceed: (a) for new or second-hand scheduled 
furniture (other than prescribed Utility furniture), its scheduled 
price; (b) for second-hand prescribed Utility furniture, its 
prescribed Utility price; (c) for other second-hand furniture, 
its “‘ first-hand price.” ‘ First-hand price” has been redefined, 
see Article 1 (2) (xiii) of the ‘‘ General Prices” Order. Broadly 
speaking, it now means the price of the new article as at 17th 
August, 1942. 

It will be noted that no specific margin has been fixed for 
wholesalers ; the 50 per cent. “ distributors” margin may be 
shared between the wholesaler and the retailer in whatever 
proportions they agree between themselves. But to calculate 
his maximum selling price within the overriding ceilings, the 
retailer who buys from a wholesaler or the dealer who buys 
from another dealer must know the price paid to the manu- 
facturer or private owner. He will also need to know, in the case 
of second-hand furniture, the cost of repair if any done by the 
first dealer. The “ Control’? Order (see paragraph 11 (3) below) 
requires the supplier to furnish this information. 


(2) Hire-purchase Charges 

The provisions of the previous Orders are substantially 
repeated, but two new provisions are introduced. First, where 
some or all of the furniture comprised in a hire-purchase or other 
“ specified agreement” is not available for delivery to the 
customer when the agreement is made, the first instalment must 
not become due until 75 per cent. (by value) of the furniture is 
in stock and made available for delivery to the customer. Second, 
where such an agreement is completed in eighteen months or 
less, the service charge (maximum 20 per cent.) must be adjusted 
by means of a rebate to the customer, so that the net amount 
of the charge does not exceed, for an agreement completed in 
twelve months or less, 12} per cent., or for an agreément com- 
pleted in more than twelve but not more than eighteen months, 
15 per cent. No rebate need be given if at any time the customer 
has become more than one month in arrear in payment of instal- 
ments due. 


(3) Repairs 

Charges for repairs must not exceed the actual cost of materials 
and direct labour plus 125 per cent. of the direct labour cost. 
However, a trader who procures the repair by another trader of 
furniture belonging to a private owner may add 10 per cent. to 
the amount charged by the repairer (before deducting any trade 
discount not exceeding 5 per cent.), and may also add the net 
amount of his own delivery charges necessarily and properly 
incurred in collecting the furniture from the owner and delivering 
it back to him when repaired. 

Where repairs are done to second-hand furniture which is part 
of a trader’s own stock-in-trade the cost of repair which may be 
taken into account in calculating the retail selling price (see 
paragraph 8 (1) (ii) abeve) must not exceed the amount charged 
by the repairer (before deducting any trade discount not exceed- 
ing 5 per cent.) or, if the trader did the repairs himself, the 
actual cost of materials and direct labour plus 125 per cent. of 
the direct labour cost. 

The amount included for direct labour must not exceed “ the 
amount which it was proper to pay (whether at a time rate or at 
a piece rate) for the work, having regard to the time which was 
reasonably necessary for carrying out the repair.” 

No account may be taken in the price of scheduled furniture of 
any repairs beyond those necessary to make the furniture 
reasonably fit for the purpose for which it was made. 


(4) Notice of Maximum Prices 

Every trader who offers scheduled furniture for sale by retail 
must have a copy of the Schedule on his premises and must 
produce it on request. He must also exhibit prominently a 
notice to that effect in the wording prescribed in the Order. 


(5) Discounts, Delivery Charges and Composite Businesses 
The provisions for these matters are substantially the same as 
in the previous Orders. 
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Licences to Sell by Tender 

9. The maximum prices laid down by the “ General Prices ” 
Order do not apply to sales by tender authorised by a licence 
under the ‘‘ Auction and Tender” Order. Licentes for such 
sales may be granted by the Chairmen of the Local Price Regula- 
tion Committees at their discretion, and they will consider 
applications from traders in respect of the following classes of 
scheduled furniture, where its sale at the scheduled prices would 
cause undue hardship :—(1) furniture which has been recon- 
structed or converted under Board of Trade licence; (2) new 
furniture acquired by the applicant during the three months 
ended 28th August 1944; (3) second-hand furniture of rare 
wood or exceptionally fine workmanship in stock on 28th 
August 1944,

THE “‘ UTILITY PRICES”? ORDER 


10. The “‘ Utility Prices ” Order makes no change in the exist. 
ing maximum prices for new utility furniture but it includes 
provisions similar to those of the “‘ General Prices’ Order with 
regard to:—(1) hire purchase charges; (2) repair charges; 
(3) notice of maximum prices. 

Second-hand utility furniture is covered by the “ General 
Prices ” Order. 

THE “‘ CONTROL’ ORDER 


11. The “ Control”? Order applies to all furniture except new 
Utility furniture. Its main provisions are as follows :— 


(1) Production of Identity Cards 

No trader may buy (except at auction) or sell any second-hand 
furniture, or sell by retail any new furniture, unless the person 
from whom he is buying or to whom he ‘is selling first produces 
his identity document. This document is, in the case of :— 
(a) ordinary civilians, their National Registration Identity Gard : 
(6) members of the Merchant Navy, their British Seamen’s 
Identity Card; (c) members of the Forces :—officers: their 
dentity certificate ; ratings and other ranks, their Pay Book. 


(2) Furniture Stock Record 

Every trader must keep a Stock Record (in the prescribed form) 
of all second-hand furniture held in stock, bought and sold by 
him, and similarly of all new furniture except that which he had 
bought or huys specifically for sale otherwise than by retail. 
The particulars to be entered are set out in the First Schedule 
to the Control Order ; they differ from, and are more extensive 
than, those hitherto prescribed, and include in particular the 
identity numbers on the décuments produced (see (1) above). 
The Order lays down time limits, generally seven days, within 
which the entries must be made. The Record must be preserved 
for three years. . 


(3) Sales between Traders 

Second-hand furniture may not be sold to a person purporting 
to act as the agent of a trader unless that person first produces a 
written authority from the trader. 

A trader may not buy any furniture from, or sell any furniture 
to, another trader unless the seller first gives the buyer written 
notice (on the invoice or otherwise) of :—(a) the price on which 
the 50 per cent. “ distributors’? margin has to be calculated 
(i.e. for new furniture, the manufacturer’s price ; for second-hand 
furniture, the price paid to the private owner or at auction); 
(b) in the case of second-hand furniture, the cost of repair if 
any carried out since its acquisition from the private owner or 
at auction ; (c) in the case of new furniture completed after 28th 
August 1944 the manufacturer’s Board of Trade licence number, 
where such licence is required. 

The invoice or notice must be kept for twelve months. 


(4) Price Tickets 

All second-hand furniture, and all new furniture which is not 
held or bought specifically for sale otherwise than by retail, must, 
within seven days of receipt (and in any case before it is sold), 
be ticketed with :—(qa) its selling price ; (0) its serial number in 
the trader’s Furniture Stock Record ; (c) if scheduled furniture, 
its reference number in the Schedule; (d) if second-hand, the 
words “second-hand”; (e) iffnew, and completed after 28th 
August 1944 the manufacturer’s licence number, where such 
licence is required. 

The ticket must not be removed until the article is 
despatched to the customer. 


(5) Sales of Scheduled Furniture 

A trader may not sell scheduled furniture except in a state 
of repair in which it is reasonably fit for the purpose for which 
it was made. 

Scheduled furniture may not be sold or offered for sale as part 
of a suite containing other furniture unless the sale price of the 
suite as a whole does not exceed the aggregate of the maximum 
prices 6f the scheduled articles. 


(6) Furniture Repair Register 
Traders may not estimate for, or claim payment or take 
account of, any charge for repairs unless and until they have 
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kept a Furniture Repair Register and entered in it the particulars 
required by the Second Schedule to the Order. These particulars 
are :—(a@) the serial number of the job; (b) a description of the 
furniture ; (c) the name of the customer and either his address 
or, if he is a member of the Forces, his rank or rating and branch 
of the service; (d) details of the repair; (e) details of the 
materials and direct labour cost, and of the time spent on the 
job by each workman ; (f ) the amount charged to the customer 
or taken into account by the trader for the purpose of calculating 
the maximum selling price of the article. 


(7) Sales on Commission 

Furniture may not be sold on commission at prices in excess 
of the ceiling prices or the first-hand price, whichever applies, 
and the commission agent must comply with the provisions of 
the “ Control” Order as though he were a trader purchasing and 
reselling. 


(8) Restrictions on Hiring 

Except under licence or under a specified hire-purchase or 
similar agreement, furniture may not be hired out unless :— 
(a) such hiring was part of the trader’s business during the six 
months ended 4th July 1944; and (b) the trader has given 
notice (in duplicate) of this fact by 27th November 1944 to the 


Central Price Regulation Committee, Queen Anne’s Chambers, - 


Tothill Street, London, S.W.1, and has received the duplicate 
back from the Committee ; and (c) the charge for hire does not 
exceed that which he was makirg for such furniture in similar 
circumstances durir.g the six months in question. 

These restrictions do not affect the renting of furnished 
premises. 


(9) Restrictions on Advertisements 

Advertisements for the sale of furniture may not be exhibited 
or published unless they contain the name of the owner of the 
furniture (whether or not a trader) and the address at which the 
furniture can be inspected. This restriction does not apply to 
advertisements of auction sales for which a licence is required 
under the ‘‘ Auction and Tender ”’ Order, nor to advertisements 
of a trader’s stock-in-trade published or exhibited on his own 
business premises. 


” 


THE “ AUCTION AND TENDER ORDER 


12. The new provisions with regard to furniture introduced by 
the “‘ Auction and Tender ” 


(1) Prices of Scheduled Furniture 

Scheduled furniture may not be sold by auction at a price 
which (including any commission payable to the auctioneer by 
the buyer) exceeds the scheduled price; nor may it be sold as 
part of a lot including other goods. The Jatter restriction does 
not, however, apply where the scheduled furniture forms part 
of a suite which is sold at a price not exceeding the total of the 
ceiling prices of the scheduled articles. 


(2) Sale of Furniture to Agent of Trader 

Furnitura (whether or not scheduled) may not be sold by 
auction to a person purporting to act as the agent of a trader 
unless the person first produced to the auctioneer a letter of 
authority from the trader. This does not, however, apply where 
the sale price of the lot is £1 or less. 


(3) Production of Identity Cards 

Auctioneers may not implement a sale of any furniture where 
the price of the lot is more than £1, unless and until the buyer 
has produced his identity document and the identity number 
shown on it has been entered in the auctioneer’s record (see 
paragraph 12 (4) below). The time for this to be done is when, 
after the lot has been knocked down, the buyer established his 
claim to the goods. The requisite identity document is that 
described in paragraph 11 (1) above. 





(4) Auctioneer’s Sale Record 

In addition to the buyer’s identity number (see paragraph 12 
(3) above) the auctioneer must record: (a) the buyer’s name ; 
(b) either his address or, if he is a member of the Forces, his 
rank or rating and branch of the Service ; (c) if he has produced 
a written authority from a trader for whom he is acting (see 
paragraph 12 (2) above), the name and address of that trader ; 
(d) such particulars (e.g., the lot number) as will enable the 
furniture to be identified. 

This record must be preserved for two years. 

Utility Furniture 

A progressive increase in the allowance of Utility Furniture 
was announced on 25th July by the President of the Board of 
Trade. Briefly the position is that the output of utility furniture 
is increasing, but it has not yet reached the level at which an 
immediate all round increase in the allowance can be made. In 
order to give the public the benefit of the increased production 
without imposing on manufacturers a sudden heavy demand 
which they could not meet without undue delay, the increase 
in the allowance will be made by stages. 

The first people to benefit will be those who have already had 
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the reduced allowance ; and the first batch, that is those who 
received permits between Ist September and 31st. December 
1943, may apply on or after Ist August for extra units. Full 
instructions on how and where to apply will appear in the press 
during the next few days. There will be further announcements 
from time to time to inform the people who received their 
permits after lst January 1944 when they may apply for extra 
units. 

It will be recalled that the maximum allowance for married 
couples without children who have no furniture was reduced to 
30 units last September. The original maximum of 60 units 
will now be restored, but it will be appreciated that those who 
already have some furniture will not be entitled to the full 
allowance. 

Those who get permits for the first time after lst August 
will receive the higher allowance at once, but they may not be 
able to use all the units immediately. These permit holders 
will get part of their allowance in ordinary brown units, which 
they can use at once; the balance may be in deferred units, 
which are green in colour and which will not become valid until 
a date to be announced later. 

Permit holders are advised to use their brown units (which 
will now be valid for six and not three months from the date of 
issue) to order the articles they need most urgently and to keep 
the green ones (with any brown ones that are left over) until 
there is a further announcement. Traders are reminded that 
they may not accept units on deposit. 

The Utility Furniture (Supply and Acquisition) Order, 1942, 
has been revised to provide for green units with a deferred 
validity, and a few other small changes have been made to 
simplify the handling of utility furniture buying permits. The 
main points to be noted in the Utility Furniture (Supply and 
Acquisition) (No. 4) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 834, 
price 2d.), which comes into force on Ist August, are: (1) The 
period of validity of permits is extended from three to six 
months. This applies to permits issued before the date of the 
Order as well as to permits which will be issued in the future. 
The validity of expired permits may be still further extended 
in special cases by the Assistance Board; (2) green units will 
not be valid until a further Order is made and traders may not 
accept them until the date which will be specified in that Order ; 
(3) traders are now permitted to detach units (including unit 
No. 1, which need no longer remain attached to the panel) from 
buying permits where the permit itself has been surrendered to 
them, so that they may, if they wish, send the units to different 
manufacturers. Jt is still illegal for a retailer to accept loose units 
from a customer ; (4) licences issued under the previous Supply 
and Acquisition Order will continue to be operative.

THE NEW CLOTHING COUPONS 

The Board of Trade announce that the 24 coupons in the new 
clothing book which become valid on Ist August are the 
following :— 

The 18 brown coupons (including quarters) on page III. 

The A and B “token” coupons, each worth 3 coupons, on 
page V. 

The 10 brown coupons on Supplementary Page IILA of the 
Child and Junior books can also be used from Ist August. 

The clothing coupons from the 1942/43 and 1943/44 clothing 
books remain valid. These coupons are the following : 

1942/43 book : coupons numbered | to 60. 

1943/44 book: coupons on pages IIT, IILA and IV ; tokens W 
and X (1 coupon each) and Y and Z (3 coupons each) on page V. 

No other coupons or tokens in the 1942/43 and 1943/44 books 
are valid. 

The arrangements for the issue of supplementary coupons to 
children and industrial workers will be published later. These 
supplements will be on the same scale as in the 1943/44 period. 


MAIN COUPON CHANGES

(7) Provision has been made i in the infants’ schedule for knitted 
unlined coats over 16 in. long at 4 coupons. 

(8) Infants’ Vests. The maximum measurements for the 
coupon rating have been increased from 22 to 23 in. both for 
length and chest. 

(9) Industrial overclogs have been added to the Industrial 
footwear schedule, at 2 coupons. 

(10) A new schedule has been added for Service rainwear 
including Trench coats at 30 coupons (excluding a detachable 
lining) and mackintoshes and raincoats at 22 coupons as specified 
in the Proofed Garments (Restrictions) Order, 1944 (see below), 
and marked “for Officers only”’ or for “‘ Merchant Navy per- 
sonnel only.’ Trench coats not marked, but fully interlined and 
with a skirt at least 74 in. wide, also require 30 coupons. (These 
articles may be sold to retail customers against the surrender of 
Service, Merchant Navy, or Prisoner of War coupons only.) 

(11) Merchant Navy Schedule. Anew schedule has been added 
giving the coupon rates for the following articles of tropical and 
protective uniform worn by Merchant Seamen and produced 
under the Utility Apparel (Merchant Navy) Directions, 1944 
(see Board of Trade Journal, 29th January 1944, p. 35) :—

OTHER CHANGES 


Coupon Equivalent Documents. Traders who have supplied 
goods against coupon equivalent declarations or certificates can 
no longer pass them back to other traders, even with orders for 
less than 50 coupons. Such documents can only be credited to 
the trader’s own coupon account at the Bank. The licences 
providing for the issue of coupon equivalent documents will 
specify the coupon value to be attached to them on banking. 
Ip general this will be, in the case of a declaration, the appropriate 
number of coupons in respect of the rationed goods supplied by 
the trader against it, and in the case of a certificate issued by 
the Board, the number of coupons specified on the face of it. 

A coupon equivalent document may be deposited with a 
trader when the goods described in it are ordered from him, but 
it may not be banked until he has supplied the goods. If ne 
supply takes place, the trader must return the document on the 
customer’s application. Existing forms of coupon equivalent 
document will still be valid, but any instructions on them which 
allow passing back to other traders must be disregarded. 

Traders’ Records. ‘Traders are required to keep records show- 
ing the rationed goods supplied to or obtained from other traders, 
together with their coupon values. The records may consist of 
filed invoices or advice notes in the case of purchases or copies 
of them in the case of sales. Both traders must keep records of 
any loose coupons transferred between them. A trader who 
accounts loose coupons from another trader must keep a similar 
record. 

Traders operating clothing coupon accounts with Banks are 
still required to maintain a Daily Coupon Account Record, 
giving particulars of deposits and withdrawals. 


LICENCES 

The Board of Trade have issued a number of general licences 
(S. R. & O. 1944 Nos. 801 to 809, printed as one document, 
price 5d.) under the new Consumer Rationing (Consolidation) 
Order, 1944, to take effect on Ist August, when that Order 
comes into force. These Licences authorise the coupon free 
supply of rationed goods in specified circumstances against the 
production of declarations or certificates which serve as coupon 
equivalent documents. They continue in substance the pro- 
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visions of a number of Licences issued under earlier Orders ; 
but they embody one general change, namely, as from 1st August 
a trader who supplies rationed goods against a coupon equivalent 
document may not pass it back to “another trader to obtain 
rationed goods, but can only obtain coupon credit for it by 
paying it into his bank account. 

The opportunity has been taken to standardise the form of 
coupon equivalent documents whether they are declarations or 
certificates, but provision has been made for existing forms of 
coupon equivalent documents to be accepted subject in some 
cases to a time limit. 

The effect of the several Licences is briefly as follows :— 

No. 801, which replaces five existing Licences, authorises the 
coupon free supply of rationed goods to local authorities apd 
certain other organisations against declarations made by them. 

No. 802, which replaces three existing Licences, provides for 
the coupon free supply (a) of clothing for U.S.A. officers ; 
(6) of certain civilian uniforms ; and (c) of industrial protective 
clothing, in each case against a declaration signed by or on behalf 
of the appropriate authority. 

No. 803 relates to the coupon free supply of rationed goods to 
ships’ stores dealers. 

No. 804 provides for the coupon free supply to certain traders 
of rationed goods to be used in the manufacture of specified 
kinds of unrationed goods. 

No. 805 provides for the coupon free supply of cloth to be used 
in the repair of motor vehicles against a declaration certified on 
behalf of the Minister of War Transport. 

No. 806 provides for the coupon free supply of fents by certain 
traders to persons surrendering declarations duly certified. 

No. 807 provides for the coupon free supply of goods to the 
Shipwrecked Mariners’ Society and to persons surrendering a 
form OPS.18B issued by the Ministry of War Transport. 

No. 808 provides for the coupon free supply of A.R.P. anti-gas 
or oilskin clothing against a declaration countersigned on behalf 

_of the appropriate Government Department or local authority. 

No. 809, which replaces seven licences issued under earlier 
Orders, authorises any trader to supply coupon free, to a person 
surrendering a certificate in standard form issued by or on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, rationed goods of a kind specified in the 
certificate. Certificates in substantially similar form issued 
under the earlier licences remain valid. The amount for which 
a trader can obtain credit on paying into his coupon bank account 
after supplying rationed goods against it will be the number of 
coupons stated on the certificate. 


Proofed Garments (Restrictions) Order, 1944 


The Board of Trade have issued the Proofed Garments (Restric- 
tions) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 786, price 1d.), which 
replaces the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 9) 
Order, 1942, see Board of Trade Journal, 16th’ May 1942, p. 251), 
and comes into operation on Ist August. 

The following changes have been made and take effect on 
Ist August :— 

(1) The civilian style restrictions do not apply to raincoats 
and mackintoshes made in the Service styles described below, 
provided they are marked “for Officers only”’ (in the case of 
garments normally worn by Officers of the British, Dominions 


and Allied Forces, including the Women’s Services) or “ for 
Merchant Navy Personnel only” [in the case of garments 


normally worn by Officers and Ratings of the Merchant Navy 
(British and Foreign) ] :— 


Raincoat... ee .... Made from wool gabardine, single- 
(Navy) breasted and without belt. 
Raincoat... it ... Made from wool gabardine, single- 
(W.R.N.S.) breasted and belted. 
Mackintosh ... — ... Made from double-texture rubber- 
(Army) ised fabric and having a woollen 
back-trap. 
Trench Coat = .... Double-breasted, fully interlined 
(Army) and having a skirt width of not 
less than 74 inches. 
Raincoat - — ... Made from wool gabardine, single- 
(Air Force) breasted and belted. 
Raincoat... = .... Made from wool gabardine, double- 


breasted and belted. 


(2) The style restrictions on rubber-proofed garments have 
been extended to cover garments proofed with rubber-substitutes. 

(3) Women’s and maids’ mackintoshes may be made with a 
buckle on the belt. 

There are special provisions in the new Consumer Rationing 
(Consolidation) Order, 1944 (see above), regarding the pointing 
of the Service and Merchant Navy garments and the kinds of 
coupons against which they may be supplied to retail customers. 


(Merchant Navy personnel) 


Reconditioned Battledress 


In Board of Trade Journal of 15th July 1944 (page 257) it was 
stated that applications by clothing retailers for the issue of a 
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loan of coupons for the purpose of acquiring stocks of recon- 
ditioned battledress should be made to I.M.3 Division of the 
Board of Trade at North Gate, Prince Albert Road, St. John’s 
Wood, London, N.W.8. Clothing retailers are now notified that 
any such applications for the issue of a loan of coupons should be 
submitted to Surplus Stores Branch of the Board of Trade at 
I.C. House, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 

Applications for loans of coupons can only be considered from 
retailers who are entitled under the Location of Retail Businesses 
Order, 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 24th August 1942, 
page 388) to carry on a retail business in respect of goods falling 
within category 10 (men’s and youths’ ready-made outerwear) 
of Part I of the Schedule to the Order. 


Textile Rubber Boots Release 


The Board of Trade have decided to release for general sale by 
retailers a limited quantity of Wellington boots with waterproof 
textile uppers. These will be rated at 3 coupons a pair. 

The boots were manufactured experimentally when world 
shortage of raw material first made it necessary for protective 
footwear to be produced with the minimum of rubber. 

Although unsuitable for heavy industrial or agricultural use, 
they have proved fully serviceable for ordinary civilian purposes, 
including wet-weather protection. Retailers will now be able to 
carry stocks of these boots. 


Labelling of Food 


The Labelling of Food Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 738> 
price 3d.) which has been made by the Minister of Food under 
Regulation 2 of the Defence (Sale of Food) Regulations, 1943, 
implements the policy set out in the White Paper on the Labelling 
and Advertising of, Foods (Cmd. 6482). The Order details the 
general requirements which must be met by the labels of all pre- 
packed foods, and also the special rules which will apply to 
both labels and advertisements claiming the presence of vitamins 
or minerals in any food. In order to give time for amendment of 
labels, the Order does not come into force until Ist January 1945. 

The principal requirement is that the labels of pre-packed 
foods sold by retail must show— 

(1) the name and address in the United Kingdom of the packer 
or labeller, or of the person on whose behalf the food is packed or 
labelled. Alternatively, the label may bear a registered trade 
mark. The labels of imported pre-packed foods may specify 
instead the name and address of the importer ; 

(2) the common or usual name (if any) of the food ; 

(3) in the case of foods containing more than one ingredient, 
the common or usual names of the ingredients of the food in the 
order of the proportions in which they were used ; 

(4) the minimum quantity of food in the package. ; 

\ number of foods, however, are exempted from these require- 
ments. In particular, the ingredients need not be disclosed in 
the case of certain foods if their composition complies with the 
requirement of Orders made by the Minister of Food prescribing 
standards made under Regulations 2 of the Defence (Sale of Food) 
Regulations, 1943, e.g. mustard, self-raising flour, shredded suet, 
baking powder and golden raising powder. 

The manufacturer or packer will normally be the person who 
labels the food with the above information, but provision is 
made to allow traders dealing in food otherwise than by retail 
to sell the food unlabelled. In this case they must furnish the 
purchaser with a statement enabling him to label the food in 
accordance with the Order. For the purpose of this provision, 
the application of a code mark to a container does not constitute 
labelling. 

Special requirements in addition to those mentioned above 
apply to labels and advertisements when claims are made to the 
presence of vitamins or minerals in a food. General claims are 
only permitted when specified vitamins or minerals are present, 
and the proportion has to be stated in the manner prescribed. 
Claims relating to the presence of a particular vitamin or mineral 
specified must also be supported by a quantitative disclosure. 

Provision is made so that a prosecution for weights and 
measures offences shall not be based on the contents of only a 
single sample, while bona fide mistake, accident and loss due to 
evaporation are defences to such an action. 

It is a defence to proceedings under the Order to show that the 
food was sold bearing the same label as when received by the 
seller, or alternatively that it was labelled in accordance with the 
statement supplied to the seller when he purchased it. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Defence (Sale of 
Food) Regulations, 1943, proceedings under the Order by Food 
and Drugs Authorities other than in respect of weights and 
measures offences may only be instituted with the Minister’s 
prior consent. 

Correspondence with reference to the Order should be addressed 
to the Ministry of Food, Mussoorie, Kenelm Road, Colwyn Bay. 
The Ministry will be prepared to advise traders on matters 
relating to their labels, specimens of which should be submitted 
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in duplicate. It should be understood that such enquiries can 
only be dealt with if a complete quantitative statement of the 
composition of the food (which will be treated as confidential) is 
also submitted, and that advice will not be given on advertise- 
ments. 


Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 


1. The Board of Trade have made the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 23)-Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 835, 
price 4d.), which comes into operation on Ist August 1944, 
This Order continues for the restriction period Ist August 1944. 
to 31st January 1945, the existing control on the supply of goods 
of class 9b (lighting fittings), 9c (cutlery, spoons and forks) 
12 (photographic goods) and 13 (toys and indoor games). 

2. The position with regard to these classes is as follows : 
Class 9b. No change, the quota remaining at 124 per cent. ; 
Class 9c. The quota is raised from 15 to 20 per cent. : no other 
change ; Class 12. No change, the quota remaining at 124 per 
cent. ; Class 13. The quota remains at 12} per cent., but the 
factor of 14 no longer applies to “‘ table darts.”” Model aircraft 
and model aircraft sets may now be supplied by registered 
persons outside quota to troops of Air Scouts recognised by the 
Boy Scouts Association, against certificates signed by a Scout- 
master, as well as to the A.T.C., the J.T.C., etc., as before. 

3. The General Licences (S. R. & O. 1943 Nos. 130, 271, 417, 
420 and 965; 1944 No. 545), which have permitted the supply 
of certain goods outside quota to privileged consumers during 
the restriction period ending on 31st July 1944 continue in force.. 

4. A revised copy of the Home Trade Register will not be 
published during this restriction period, and persons whose 
names were on the Register on Ist March 1944 are still to be 
considered registered persons for the purpose of analysing 
standard period sales. . 

5. A trader who was carrying on business in partnership on 
Ist December 1941 is not thereby entitled to supply controlled 
goods manufactured by him on his own account in addition to 
the supplies which may be made by the firm. An unregistered 
firm is not affected in carrying on its business when any partner 
dies or leaves it, but if a new partner is taken in, application 
must be made for a licence permitting the business to continue. 

6. The Order requires persons who, on 3lst July 1944, are 
registered for goods controlled by the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 22) Order, 1944 (see Board of T'rade Journal, 
29th January 1944, p. 36), to complete a form of return (Misc./21) 
showing the value of such goods supplied by them during the 
standard period (1st June 1939 to 3lst May 1940), and during 
the restriction period (lst February 1944 to 3lst July 1944), 
and to return it before 11th October 1944 to the Assistant 
Chief Accountant, Board of Trade (Miscellaneous Section), 
North Gate, Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8. A copy of 
the form of return is being sent to each person concerned, but 
any trader who has not received his copy by 11th September 
1944 should apply to the Assistant Chief Accountant, at the 
above address. Application should not be made before that 
date. 


Containers and Straps 


The Board of Trade have made the Containers and Straps 
(No. 4) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 836, price 4d.), which 
continues for the restriction period Ist August 1944 to 31st 
January 1945, the control imposed by the Containers and Straps 
Order, 1943, as amended by the No. 2 and No. 3 Orders (see 
Board of Trade Journal of 24th July 1943, page 274, 29th January 
1944, page 36, and 3rd June 1944, page 206 respectively). 

The quota remains at 5 per cent., but the value of supplies of 
permitted types of travel goods may now be divided by three 
for quota purposes. This factor of one-third applies also to the 
value of (1) supplies of permitted types of shopping bags, and 
(2) supplies of unframed unfitted handbags and shoulder bags 
sold by the manufacturer at 10s. or less. In this connection it 
should be noted that manufacturers are not necessarily entitled 
to charge as much as 10s. for these handbags and shoulder bags, 
or 7s. 6d. for the quota-free school satchel; they must in no 
case charge more than the maximum price permitted by the 
Travel and Fancy Goods (Maximum Prices) Order, 1942 (see 
Board of Trade Journal of 2nd January 1943, page 3). 

A revised copy of the Register of Manufacturers of Leather 
and Textile Containers and Straps will not be published during 
this restriction period, and the persons whose names were on the 
Register on Ist September 1943 are still to be regarded as 
registered persons for the purpose of analysing standard period 
sales. 

The Order requires persons whose names are on the Register 
on 3lst July 1944 to make a return on Form CS/5 showing the 
value of goods controlled under the Containers and Straps Order, 
1943 (as amended), supplied by them during the standard period 
(1st June 1939 to 31st May 1940) and during the restriction period 
(Ist February 1944 to 3lst July 1944), and to send it to the 
Assistant Chief Accountant, Board of Trade (Miscellaneous 
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Section), North Gate, Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8. 
Registered manufacturers who give written notice between 
Ist and 7th August 1944 to the Board of Trade that they have 
not supplied controlled goods to a total value of more than £100 
in each month of the restriction period are, however, ot required 
to complete this return since they will be individually directed 
to make a separate return on § Schedule CS/6. 

A copy of the appropriate document will be sent to each 
person concerned, but any manufacturer who has not received 
his copy. by 11th September 1944 should apply to the Assistant 
Chief Accountant, Board of Trade, at the above address. 
Applications should not be made before that date.

EXPOSED CINEMATOGRAPH FILM 
AMENDMENT OF THE OPEN GENERAL LICENCE 


With effect from 20th July 1944 the Board of Trade have 
altered the open general import licence for “ Film, cinemato- 
graph, exposed ” consigned from all non-enemy countries to read 
“ Cinematograph film, exposed, of a width of 1% inches only.” 

From that date, therefore, separate import licences will be 
required for all imports of exposed cinematograph film, other 
than that of the standard width of 1% inches; but this will not 
apply to goods proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
of H.M. Customs and Excise to have been despatched to the 
United Kingdom before 20th July 1944 and imported into this 
country before 20th September 1944. 

Applications for import licences should be made to the Import 
Licensing Department, 1-6 Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1.

The Board of Trade announce that applications for licences 
previously sent to the Export Licensing Department, Bank 
Buildings, Princes Street, London, E.C., should in future be sent 
to Stafford House, King William Street, London, E.C.4.

RENEWALS OF LICENCES 


Arrangements have been made with the Customs under which 
any licences produced to them with a period of validity expiring 
in July and August 1944 will be regarded as automatically 
extended until 3lst August 1944. Application for the rene ‘wal 
of such licences is therefore unnecessary and should not be 
made. 


Prevention of Fraud (Investments) Act, 1939 


(1) As announced by the President of the Board of Trade in 
the House of Commons on 25th July, it has been decided that 
the ‘‘ appointed day ” under the Prevention of Fraud (Invest- 
ments) Act, 1939, shall be 8th August 1944. This means that on 
that day the Act comes into full operation. 

(2) On or after that date it will be an offence for any person 
to carry on the business of dealing in securities, or to circularise 
in regard to securities unless he (a) holds a principal’s licence 
under the Act, or (b) is a member of a stock exchange or an 
association of dealers in securities declared by the Board of 
Trade to be a recognised stock exchange or association under 
Section 14, or (¢) holds an exemption from the Board of Trade 
under Section 15, or (d) is a manager of a unit trust scheme 
declared to be an authorised unit trust scheme under Section 16 
of the Act. The restrictions in question also do not apply to the 
Bank of England, statutory or municipal corporations, industrial 
and provident societies or building societies. 

(3) A person whose business in securities consists in effecting 
transactions through the agency of any of the persons specified 
in paragraph 2 is not affected by the restrictions imposed by the 
Act so long as he does not hold himself out to be a dealer in 
securities either by so describing himself (e.g., on his letter paper) 
or issuing his own contract notes as a principal.

PURCHASE TAX EVASION: RESPONSIBILITY 
OF RETAILERS 


The attention of traders dealing in goods chargeable with 
Purchase Tax is specially directed to Section 17 (2) of the Finance 
Act, 1944, which has just become law. Under this Section it is 
now an offence, subject to heavy penalties, for anyone to acquire 
possession of, or otherwise deal with, any goods, having reason 
to believe that the tax thereon has.been, or will be, evaded. 

Hitherto there has been no legal obligation on retailers or other 
unregistered traders when buying chargeable goods, to take any 
steps to satisfy themselves that the tax will be duly paid. The 
position is now materially changed, and unregistered buyers 
should exercise due care in this respect in future. If they buy 
from unknown or suspect persons, without invoices or on invoices 
which there is reason to suspect are false, they will do so at their 
own risk. They are advised in their own interest to obtain their 
supplies from reliable traders who furnish satisfactory invoices 
which can reasonably be accepted as showing that tax is not being 
evaded. 

If the supplier claims that he is not required to charge tax 
because he is below the £500 registration limit, the retailer may 
deem it advisable to obtain a written statement to that effect. 
But this does not necessarily relieve him of his responsibility in 
the matter if he buys from persons unknown to him or in circum- 
stances that appear suspicious ; and in this connection it must 
be remembered that a trader offering say £100’s worth of goods 
has only to carry out four similar transactions in the course of a 
year to be liable to registration. 5 

In any case of doubt the local Officer of Customs and Excise 
should be consulted. 


LIABILITY DECISIONS 
DRUGS AND MEDICINES 

The following decision regarding the liability of certain articles 
to tax is published as supplementary to those already given in 
Notice No. 78B :— 

The following Sodium salts, viz: sodium desoxycholate ; 
sodium glycocholate; sodium taurocholate; sodium tauro- 
glycocholate, will not in future be chargeable with Purchase Tax 
unless put up for medicinal or veterinary use. 


United Kingdom—Chile 
PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL MODUS VIVENDI 


H.M. Ambassador at Santiago reports that the United King- 
dom and Chilean Governments have agreed to continue to 
extend to the commerce of the two countries, respectively, for 
a further period of twelve months from Ist July 1944 most- 


favoured-nation treatment, as provided in the Anglo-Chilean - 


Modus Vivendi of 15th October 1931. 

Exception is made, however, in respect of the favoured treat- 
ment accorded to boundary States, to facilitate frontier traffic, 
as well as that resulting from a Customs union.

PHARMACEUTICAL SPECIALITIES 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in Board 
of T'rade Journal, 1st July 1944, page 243, H.M. Ambassador at 
Lima has forwarded a translation of a further Decree, dated 
26th May 1944, which prescribes regulations for the registration 
in Peru of all products used in veterinary medicines, “ speciali- 
ties” as well as Galenical preparations and chemical products. 

Applications for the registration and authorisation to sell the 
above products must be submitted to the Inspection General of 
Pharmacy, and accompanied by three samples of the product, 
together with prospectus, labels, literature, etc. The factory 
cost price, if of foreign origin, must be indicated, and applica- 
tions in respect of foreign makes must be accompanied by a 
certificate from the competent authority in the country . of 
origin stating that the manufacturing laboratory is under 
veterinary sanitary control. 

A period of 90 days is allowed for manufacturers and agents or 
importers to make the necessary registration.

Postal Notices 


BRITISH LIBERATION ARMY 
DUTY-FREE TOBACCO 

In consultation with a representative of the leading tobacco 
manufacturers the Director of Army Postal Services has been 
informed that parcels of duty-free tobacco and cigarettes for 
members of the British Liberation Army should normally be 
despatched within a fortnight of the receipt of orders either 
direct from the public or through retail tobacconists. If there 
were a rush of orders in very great quantities, however, a longer 
period would be necessary. It was suggested that if retailers 
send in their orders as they are received, the delay in despatch 
will be reduced to a minimum. 

The strain on both the tobacco trade and the Army Postal 
Service is now likely to be extremely severe and the public are 
requested to try and reduce the number of packages which 
have to be made up and despatched by sending larger consign- 
ments of duty-free tobacco and cigarettes at less frequent inter- 
vals. For example if instead of sending one parcel of 200 cigar- 
ettes a fortnight one of 500 were sent once a month, the pressure 
on all concerned would be greatly reduced and delays in despatch 
decreased. 

It is gathered that thousands of orders are already on hand 
so that because of man-power and other considerations, an initial 
delay in the parcels reaching the addressees is inevitable. 

EXTENSION OF ATRGRAPH SERVICE TO TURKEY 

The Postmaster-General announces that the airgraph service 
has been extended to.Turkey. The charge for the service is the 
ordinary civilian airgraph rate of 8d.

British Guiana 
DEPOSITS OF DUTY MADE IN RESPECT OF IMPERFECT 
ENTRIES FOR IMPORTED GOODS 

The “ British Guiana Official Gazette ’ of Ist April contains a 
copy of Customs Notice No. 456 which reads as follows :— 

“Importers are hereby notified that as a general rule, not 
more than six months will be allowed for the perfecting of the 
entry of goods delivered on Bills of Sight ex ship, or for the 
submission of invoices for goods imported by Parcel Post in 
respect of which deposits to cover the amount of duty payable 
thereon have been made. 

This period will not be extended save in exceptional circum- 
stances and on written application made prior to the expiration 
of six months from the date of deposit. Such application should 
be supported by satisfactory evidence that every effort has been 
made to obtain the necessary information from the suppliers 
and/or shippers of the goods within the time allowed. In the 
absence of such application deposits will be written off to revenue 
without notice. 

Eire 
IMPORT DUTIES ON ARTICLES OF PERSONAL CLOTH- 
ING AND WEARING APPAREL AND ON TEXTILE FLOOR 
COVERINGS 

A notice, issued by the Eire Revenue Commissioners, states 
that provision has been made by the Government of Eire for the 
continuation until 3lst October 1944, of : (1) the reduced rates 
of duty on articles of personal clothing and wearing apparel 
(including pocket handkerchiefs and umbrellas) (Tariff reference 
No. 57/9) and (2) the reduced preferential rate of duty on certain 
textile floor coverings (Tariff reference No. 90/1) (see notices in 
Board of Trade Journal, 18th April 1942, pages 214-215 and 
28th September 1942, page 441 and subsequent notices). 

It is to be noted that the special minimum rates of duty 
applicable to personal clothing and wearing apparel remain 
suspended.

DUTY ON EDIBLE OIL MACHINERY 


The Legal Supplement to the ‘ Mauritius Government 
Gazette’ of 11th March contains a copy of Proclamation

Brazil 
COFFEE INDUSTRY 

According to the Report for 1943 submitted by the President 
of the National Coffee Department to the Consultative Council 
of the Department the various increases authorised from time to 
time in the quotas of signatory countries, for the purpose of 
avoiding a shortage of coffee in the United States had benefited 
signatory countries which could count on better transport 
facilities, to the detriment of those which had not this advantage, 
Brazil was among the latter in consequence of the preference 
given by United States. Shipping in the South Atlantic to the 
transport of strategic raw materials; last year’s decrease in 
submarine activities, coupled with an increase in available 


‘ shipping tonnage, had brought about a considerable improve- 


ment in Brazilian coffee exports from September onwards, 
and the prospects were that there would be sufficient vessels 
available to carry the volume remaining to complete Brazil's 
quota of 10,230,000 bags, fixed for shipment to the United 
States during the 1943-44 quota year. Brazil’s coffee export 
movement for 1943, totalling 10,111,969 bags, could be con- 
sidered as satisfactory considering the abnormal conditions 
which existed, and compared very favourably with the volume of 
7,279,658 bags exported in the previous year. Despite the 
substantial increase in the value of coffee exports for 1943 (37 
per cent. compared with 1933), receipts from coffee represented 
in 1943 only 32 per cent. of the total value of Brazil’s exports. 


INTERNAL COFFEE CONSUMPTION 


The internal coffee consumption in Brazil has expanded and 
amounted last year to 4 million bags (equal to 40 per cent. of 
the volume exported) or just over seven kilos per capita, which 
made Brazil the sixth largest consumer per capita. Coffee 
elimination last year had been confined, as in 1942, to coffees 
completely unsuitable for consumption owing to their long 
storage and to those of low quality whose intrinsic value made 
further storage inadvisable. In consequence of the improvement 
in shipping conditions, the Commodity Credit Corporation had 
purchased up to 3lst December 1943, only 719,962 bags of 
coffee for account of the unshipped balance (totalling 2,659,279 
bags) of the 1941-42 quota which the United States Government 
had agreed to buy from Brazil through the intermediary of the 
Corporation in addition to the balance of the basic quota of 
9,300,000 bags which had not been shipped during the 1942-43 
quota year; the undertaking of the United States Government 
to purchase the remaining balance of 1,939,317 bags relating to 
the 1941-42 quota and the unshipped balance of the 1942-43 
quota was still in force and the functions of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, in this respect, had been taken over by the 
United States Commercial Company. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PAULISTA PRODUCTION 


The latest statistics of Paulista coffee production, according 
to numbers of planters, plantations, trees, etc., are reproduced 
as follows: planters, 65,466; workers, 645,593 (of whom 
314,276 are men); plantations, 68,879; trees, 1,176,983,872 ; 
total area of plantations, 7,538,810 hectares (of which 1,413,208 
are planted with coffee and 1,176,049 covered with standing 
timber) ; total capital invested on land, buildings and machinery. 
Cr. $3,029,270,000. Of the total number of trees, 51 per cent. 
are over 20 years old, 45 per cent. between 8 and 20 years 
and 4 per cent. between 1 and 8 years. The main distribution of 
planters by nationalities is as follows: Brazilians, 37,437; 
Italians, 14,294; Spaniards, 5,552; Japanese, 3,493; 
Portuguese, 3,297. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND WHOLESALE PRICES 
The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— : 
Madras, 6th July. The sowing of paddy and dry crops is going 
on. Crops are fair. 
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Bihar, 10th July. Crops are good. The sowing of Bhadoi 
cops and the transplanting of Aghani paddy is being continued. 

Orissa, 10th July. The sowing of paddy continues. Paddy, 
sugarcane and jute are thriving. 

Punjab, 10th July. Crops are unchanged. Some damage has 
been caused by locusts in Hissar and Multan. 

Bombay, 15th July. Sowing is in full swing and germinated 
crops are progressing. 

United Provinces, Ist July. Crops are satisfactory. 

Sind, 15th July. Cotton crops are well. 

Bengal, 12th July. Crops are fair, except for the harvesting 
of Aus paddy. Jute harvesting is over. 

Assam, 17th July. Crop prospects are fair except in Burpata, 
(Central Provinces and Berar. The sowing of cotton and paddy 
are in full swing. 


INDIAN WHEAT CROP (FOURTH ESTIMATE) 


The fourth estimate of the 1943-44 All-India wheat crop is 
33,651,000 acres, a decrease of 1-1 per cent. on last year’s revised 
figure of 34,014,000 acres and 9,851,000 tons, a decrease of 
9-9 per cent. on last year’s revised figure of 10,935,000 tons. The 
condition of the crop is on the whole fairly good. 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX 


The wholesale price index for June is 299, against 290 for May, 
based on a standard of 100 in 1914. 


Chile 
CROP ESTIMATES 

According to “‘ The Quarterly Survey ” published by Guaranty 
{rust Company of New York, large grain yields are reported. 
The 1943-44 wheat crop is officially estimated at 33 million 
bushels—the largest harvest since 1939 and 5 per cent. more 
than the output in the previous year. Productions of the prin- 
cipal feed grains also exceeded the 1942-43 crops. Rapid 
development of rice production has been a notable agricultural 
achievement in recent years. The 1944 crop—5,880,000 bushels, 
according to the first official forecast—constitutes a third 
successive peak output and is almost double the amount har- 
vested in 1942. The indicated surplus available for export, 
more than a million bushels, is 18 per cent. greater than the 
quantity shipped last year. Chilean soil and climatic conditions 
are favourable for rice growing ; current yields average about 
80 bushels per acre, apparently more than in any other country 
of Latin America. 

The 1944 bean crop, estimated at 171 million lbs., is 11 per 
cent. greater than the preceding harvest, despite a substantial 
reduction of the cultivated area. The indicated yield per acre is 
the highest in more than ten years. The newly harvested crop 
of tobacco, approximately 15 million lbs., is 25 per cent. larger 
than the production in 1942-43. Small quantities of Virginia 
and burley types are provided for special manufacturing uses, 
and all the varieties are grown on irrigated lands. 


MEAT PRODUCTION 


Chile’s total production of meat does not equal the domestic 
consumption. The principal deficiency is in beef; and cattle 
are regularly imported, chiefly from Argentina. Considerable 
numbers of sheep are similarly provided, but this import move- 
ment is approximately offset by exports of mutton and lamb. 
Pork production is about equal to the domestic requirements. 
The output of beef and veal by public and private slaughtering 
plants last year reached an estimated total of 279 million lbs., 
slightly more than the indicated consumption. This figure, 
25 per cent. above the average for the last five years before the 
war, is indicative of the recent growth of meat consumption. 
The reported numbers of native beef cattle, however, have 
declined in the last ten years, with milk cows more numerous 
than at the beginning of the period. 


Eire 
FISHERY STATISTICS 
A statement issued by the Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
shows the value of the sea fish returned as landed on the coasts 
of Hire during June, and the first half of the current year as 
£50,314, and £260,066 as compared with £35,131 and £227,207 
respectively in the corresponding periods of 1943. 


South Africa 


TRADE CONDITIONS 
The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa :— 
General business is steadily active in most centres, with a fair 
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volume of seasonal buying which is marked by special enquiry 
for British textiles. Merchandise stocks are fair. Imports are 
coming forward slowly but quite steadily. Industrial activity 
shows little change apart from increasing scarcity of upper 
leather imports for footwear factories. Furniture manufacturers 
report that Government demand is slackening but civilian orders 
exceed supplies. 


GOLD OUTPUT AND RAILWAY EARNINGS 


Transvaal gold output for June (26 working days) was 1,038,331 
fine ounces, with a value, including a premium ona basis of £8 8s. 
a fine ounce, of £8,721,980, compared with 1,064,572 fine ounces, 
with a value, on the same basis, of £8,942,405 in June 1943 
(26 working days). Compared with the figures for the previous 
month, the average daily output in June fell by 790 fine ounces 
to 39,936, and as the working period was the same, the monthly 
output showed a fall of 20,544 fine ounces. 

Railway earnings for the period llth June to 8th July 
amounted to £3,537,482, as compared with £3,524,561 in the 
corresponding period of last year. 


MAIZE, WOOL, ETC. 


Farming reports state that the meat supply position is easier, 
maize offerings are heavy, including fair quantities of old season’s 
crop, but the market is dull owing to poor demand. Wheat 
prospects have improved in some districts following favourable 
rains. The Department of Agriculture’s locust report for May 
and June states that incipient hopper outbreaks are expected 
in the coming summer in several districts of Cape Province and 
at two places in South-West Africa; in view of the careful 
preparations made, it is believed that the hopper outbreaks will 
be controlled, and while the position regarding incipient hoppers 
is more difficult, owing to uncertain factors concerning the 
extent and density of the outbreaks, it is confidently expected 
that it will be possible to prevent large and rapidly migrating 
flying swarms developing, which would threaten agriculture. 

Wool appraisals at Port Elizabeth for the season totalled 
309,932 bales, valued at approximately £5,500,000, a slight 
increase compared with the figures for the previous season, but 
at Durban receipts are down about 124 per cent., owing partly 
to increased slaughterings and partly to wool farmers’ diversion 
to other branches of farming. 

Mohair demand is firm, except for best descriptions, but sup- 
plies are exhausted ; limited business has been done in mixed 
and stained firsts, and rams at twelve to fourteen pence, in 
short first wools at fifteen pence and low grades at seven pence ; 
small sales of average first wool at fifteen to sixteen pence were 
made earlier in the season, but there has been no general demand 
so far, leaving a fair weight of stocks on hand. 

Hides are firm and unchanged. Combing skins are harder, 
but other descriptions of sheepskins are unchanged. Sound 
large gloving skins and sound light goatskins are slightly dearer, 


* but other descriptions show no quotable change. Angoras are 


firm. 

Ostrich feathers of all types are firm in response to general 
enquiries. Wattle bark and extract are in good demand, but 
business is still restricted by the scarcity of offerings due to the 
very dry weather ; shipments of extract are mainly to the United 
Kingdom, while good consignments of bark went to India and 
in a lesser degree to Australia. Local sales of citrus fruits are 
satisfactory, but no exports are possible. 


Spain 
ECONOMIC OUTLOOK 


Many of the war-time problems confronted in Spain, largest 
of the neutral European countries, have been complicated by 
results of the internal conflict that.ended in March 1939. The 
business structure of the nation was poorly prepared to with- 
stand incidental impacts of the surrounding warfare that quickly 
followed. The transportation system was in disorder, and 
restoration of normal functioning of the railways has not yet 
been completed. Much producing capacity of factories and field 
alike, had been destroyed or made inactive. Uneven recovery is 
indicated. Production of several strategic metals has responded 
well to greatly increased demands of the fighting neighbours 
but the output of other minerals has lagged. Shortages of 
fuel and electrical power, the inaccessibility of former markets, 
etc., have handicapped manufacturers and other producers, 
Users of locally supplied materials and sellers in domestic 
markets undoubtedly have fared best. 

Spain is still a predominantly agricultural country, but 
farming has had limited opportunity to demonstrate its re- 
cuperative power since 1939. 

An acute scarcity of fertilisers restricts production even for 
domestic markets, while this and other conditions severely 
handicap farmers producing principally for export. Nearly all 
harvests in 1943 were disappointing, partly because of unfavour- 
able weather conditions. Somewhat more abundant prospective 
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yields this year have been indicated ; but only with the coming 
of general peace, apparently, can the rehabilitation of rural 
industries be greatly extended. 

Recent changes in the relative values of exports and imports 
have brought a reversal of the usual trade balance, an export 
balance that appeared in 1942 was expanded last year. An 
increase in gold holdings, accordingly, and the payment of 
certain foreign obligations had been among the significant 
financial developments in the war years. 


Peru 
DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY-MARCH 


Imports and exports in the quarter under review were valued 
at 111,673,000 soles and 117,874,000 soles as compared with 
84,034,000 soles and 103,754,000 soles respectively in the March 
quarter of 1943. It will be noted that the favourable trade 
balance in the first three months of the current year totalled 
6,201,000 soles as against 19,720,000 soles a year earlier. The 
main geographical distribution of Peru’s foreign trade in the 
first quarter of 1944, with the corresponding figures for 1943 
was as follows :—

ELECTRICAL POWER PLANT 


Statistical figures recently published by the Association of 
Swedish Power Producers indicate that at the end of 1943 
generator plants with an output of 322,000 kilowatts were under 
construction as compared with 424,000 kw. at the end of 1942 
and 489,000 kw. at the end of 1941. An increase in construction 
work is now expected, in spite of the fact that construction costs 
are estimated to be 60 per cent. higher than before the war and 
labour and material are extremely scarce. New constructions 
producing a total of 100,000 kw. are said to be planned for 
commencement during the present year. 

It is considered that prospects for a good supply of electric 
power in Sweden are satisfactory for the years to come. Power 
generation in 1943 increased to 11,000 million kw.-hours against 
9,700 million in 1942, which is almost 40 per cent. increase com- 
pared with 1938. Only a small part of this power, viz. 300 
million kw. was generated in electricity works run with steam 
engines, all the rest being produced by hydro-electric power 
stations. An increase of about 1,600 million kw.-hours is 
anticipated for 1944. 

Three important power stations, the Midskogsforsen and 
Jarpstrémmen in the Indalsalven river and the Gammelinge 
power station will be completed in 1944. The Government 
has asked for budget allocations in order to start the construction 
of two power stations at the Kamforsen and the Forsuro rapids 
in the Angermanilven river. 


RAILROAD ELECTRIFICATION 


The electrification of two more Swedish railway lines, the 
Halsingborg-Hasslehobn and the Ramsliva-Eslév lines, together 
about 122 kilometres long, has recently been completed. Thus 
an electrified local triangle has been created which is cornected 
with two trunk lines, also electrified, the Malmé6-Stockholm and 
the Malm6é-Gothenburg lines. Work on these two lines which 
began in 1941 is now completed and the entire cost amounts to 
about kr. 18 million. 

In a recent speech, the Minister of Communications, empha- 
sised the extraordinary value these vast electrification schemes 
gave to Sweden. The enormous traffic caused by essential 
national defence measures and the transport of firewood would 
have been practically impossible without these electrified lines. 
Whether the electrification scheme can be pursued further or 
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not depends to a large extent upon the supply position and the 
labour available. The electrification work, at present under way, 
has been undertaken chiefly in order to keep the vast organisa. 
tion occupied which the State railways have established for this 
purpose. It is possible that if trade prospects change, electrifica- 
tion work will be intensified.
